REFUSES TO EAT 


How many mothers, at one time or 
another, have exclaimed: “He won't 
eat!” Any one of these mothers, if 
she has an audience, will likely go on 
to explain what it is that her child 
will not eat, and usually concludes 
her tirade by saying that she cannot 
understand her child's attitude and 
that she does not know what to do 
about it. 

The complaint is so general that 
we may presume it is not unusual 
for a child to refuse to eat. There 
Are several reasons and any of these 
may be responsible for the child's 
action. It is worth while to consider 
these reasons as that is the only way 
to learn how to meet the problem. 

All of us, adults as well as children, 
prefer the foods to which we are ac- 
customed. If a child refuses a new 
food, he should not be forced to eat 
it. It this is done, t is almost sure 
‘to create in the child an active dislike 
for that food. New foods should be 
given in small amounts; just a taste 
to begin with. 

We do not feel like eating and we 
do not enjoy our meals if we are 
tired. The child should be rested 
when he sits down to eat. He should 
not come direct to the table from e 
citing play. A quiet period should 
precede and follow meals. 

We are more hungry on some days 
than others. It is not to be expected 
that the child will eat the same
